Note that, Applicant's arguments, Applicant's amendments, and the Examiner's 
Amendment are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent are EP 228,121 , EP 043,963, , 
Edwards (US 4,396,779), Tartakovsky et al (US 5,981,456). All of these references 
generally teach the use and production of noriionic surfactants. However, none of the 
Examples of the references teach nonionic surfactants having the same physical 
parameters as recited by the instant claims. Additionally, nothing in '121, would point, 
direct, or motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to formulate or use a nonionic 
surfactant having the specific cleaning properties and physical parameters as recited by 
the instant claims.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

nonionic surfactant and composition containing such a surfactant having the specific 
cleaning properties and physical parameters as recited by the instant claims.
